Free Freight Offer—The American Shorthorn Breeders’ Association, Chicago 9, 
Illinois, will reimburse any purchaser or group of purchasers, who buy and ship a car- 
load of ten lots or more from this sale to one destination, up to a maximum of $200.00 
for freight charges exclusive of cost of feed or incidentais. Shipment may be made 
only by rail and must be consigned to a point more than 300 miles from sale location. 


Guarantee—All cattle sold subject to a sixty-day retest for tuberculosis and health 
certificates will be furnished to enable them to be shipped into any state or territory. 
All cattle have been blood tested for Bang’s Disease and Tuberculosis within a period 
of thirty days prior to the sale. Bulls are guaranteed breeders if properly cared for 
and not allowed to run with the herd. If a bull fails to breed, he may be returned 
to the seller, if in as good condition as when bought and if after a test in the seller’s 
herd he still fails to breed he will be replaced or the purchase money will be refunded. 
All cows with calves at foot are considered breeders and no further guarantee is made 
with respect to them. All other cows and all heifers over sixteen months old at the 
time of the sale are guaranteed to be breeders. Animals returned to sellers, because 
they do not comply with guarantee will be at buyer’s cost of transportation. 


Terms—The terms of the sale are cash unless arrangements are made in advance 
with the consignor from whom you purchase. Settlements are to be made with the 
clerk of the sale immediately at the conclusion of the auction.
